Province gives go ahead 


for Rec. Complex 


Formal acceptance of St. 
Albert's application for fin- 
ancial assistance towards a 
regional recreation complex 
has been given by. the 
provincial government. Thr- 
ee conditions have still to be 
fulfilled by the town and 
these came under discussion 
at a committee of the whole 
meeting on Monday, Augusi 
11. 

Firstly, in order for the 
project to be eligible as a 
‘“‘regional’’ multi-purpose 
facility, the province requires 
a signed agreement between 
the town and the parties 
covenant to the Regional 
Recreation Agreement. This 
is necessary before the town 


can receive the 50% cost 
sharing formula. The alter- 
native is a municipal multi- 
purpose complex which 
would attract a 40% grant 
from the province leaving 
60% to be met from town 
revenues, 

Mayor Richard Plain ex- 
plained this in dollar terms. 
He said that the 50% formula 
would mean $2.1 million 
from the province and $2.3 
million from the munici- 
pality. The 40% formula 
would mean $1.76 million 
from the province and $2.64 
million from St. Albert, a 
difference of $340,000. He 
felt that the first thing to do 
is to collect the signatures 


Town receives ok for 


Seniors accomodation 


St. Albert town council has 
received a reply from Alberta 
Housing Corporation con- 
cerning the application for 
self-contained senior citizens 
housing units. The corpora- 
tion's project manager ex- 
plained that it is essential 
that a non-profit making 
group or municipality be 
identified for the project as 
soon as possible to ensure 
that sponsorship require- 
ments are met. 

At Monday's committee of 
the whole meeting, Mayor 
Plain moved that the munici- 
pality be the sponsor of the 


self-contained units. Coun- 
cillor Throndson asked if 
there were any groups in the 
town interested in this 
project. As the Lions Club of 
St. Albert had previously 
appeared before council in 
connection with this matter, 
he felt that they should be 
consulted, 

Councillor Breadner mov- 
ed that the motion be tabled 
and that council receive a 
report from the staff after 
they have consulted service 
clubs and churches in St, 
Albert. The motion was 
carried,

Piecemeal annexation by 
the City of Edmonton is a 
prospect which could face the 
Town of St. Albert in the not 
too distant future. This 
possibility was considered by 
St. Albert town council at a 
committee of the whole 
meeting on Monday, August 
11. Mayor Richard Plain, St. 
Albert’s representative on 
the Edmonton Regional PI- 
anning Commission, repor- 
ted to council members on a 
recent meeting of the metro- 
politan committee. This 
meeting dealt with the future 
land use concept on the 
Northwest area between St. 
Albert and Edmonton. ; 

The E.R.P.C., under the 
direction of Mr. Norman 
Giffen, has proposed future 
use of this corridor of land for 
light industry. This land, 
presently within the bound- 
aties of the MD of Sturgeon; 
is low density agricultural. 
The MD of Sturgeon had 
proposed rezoning this area 
to Agricultural General In- 
dustrial Reserve in 1972 but 
at that time the City success- 
fully appealed against this 
proposal on the grounds that 
further study was needed 
regarding the servicing of 
the area and the Commission 
was already working on a 
growth study for the region 
which might influence the 
area. Mr. Giffen considers 
these factors still relevant 
today but acknowledges the 
increasing demands for in- 
dustrial lands along the NAR 
north of the city consequent 
on the Tar Sands develop-

Board upset 


The Ronald Harvey School 
in Lacombe Park will not be 
open according to schedule 
due to strikes in the con- 
struction industry. According 
to the architect, the school is 
not expected to be ready 
until two months following 
the return to work by workers 
on the site. This delay has 
placed a heavy burden on the 
school facilities of the St. 
Albert Protestant Separate 
School District No. 6. 

The estimated enrolment 
of the Ronald Harvey School 
numbers 333 students. Until 
the school is completed, 
these students will have to be 
accommodated in alternative 
space within the district. 
This includes the two ancill- 


ary rooms at Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie School; the three 
Edmonton Public School 
Board portables at SAM; the 
Instructional Materials Cen- 
tre and auxiliary use of the 
boardroom in the district 
office building; and the 
assembly area at Sir George 
Simpson School.

Mayor doesn't 
like Fire Bill 


Bill 219 (The Fire Preven- 
tion Act) became the subject 
of a lengthy discussion at 
Monday’s council meeting. 
This bill deals with the Fire 
Prevention amendment sub- 
mitted to the Province by Mr. 
Bill Purdy, MLA for Stony 
Plain Constituency. 

Mayor Plain was unhappy 
with most of the recommen- 
dations in the bill with the 
exception of Section 4 (m) 
which suggests the provision 
of grants or loans to munici- 
palities to upgrade fire pre- 
vention services. 

The basis for Mayor 
Plain’s unhappiness is what 
he regards as a take-over by 
the provincial government. 
He said that the government 
would be running the Fire 
Department from the Legis- 


lative Assembly. 

The sections that Mayor 
Plain objected to deal with 
reporting by the Fire Comm- 
issioner to the Minister on 
the capability and adequacy 
of all municipal fire depart- 
ments and the Minister tabl- 
ing this report in the 
Assembly within 30 days of 
its receipt. The mayor or 
reeve of a municipality, at 
the request of the Fire 
Commissioner, would pro- 
vide suitable information 
relating to the report. 

Councillor R. Throndson 
saw the bill as a request for 
direction rather than a 
take-over threat. After some 
discussion, a motion was 
passed to invite Mr. Purdy to 
a meeting to explain the 
intent of his bill. 


Construction 
stand still at 


RCMP building site 


Work is still at a standstill 
at the new RCMP building 
under construction across 
from the Grandin Shoppers 
Mall. 

Delays over construction 
have been caused initially by 
a strike of workers in the 
Plumbers and Pipefitters 
Union Local 488 when they 
took strike action June 3. 

Now there is a lock-out at 
the site following legal action 
by the employer the Mech- 
anical Contractors Associa- 
tion of Alberta to prevent 
Local 488 dealing with other 
contractors. 

Electricians are also out on 
strike at the site though they 
have not been picketing. 

A spokesman for the MCA 
said Tuesday that they had 
offered what they considered 
a fair deal to the union which 
has been turned down. 

What really rankles is that 
the strike has happened at 
the best building time of the 
year - the four summer 
months. 

Employees with Local 488 
are currently earning $9.25 
an hour gross and had been 
offered another $3.325 over 
the next two year period. 


The MCA is meeting with 
the pipefitters union August 
13 and positive results are 
hoped for then. 

Meanwhile work at the 
RCMP building is held up 
and a spokesman for Harsim 
Construction in St. Albert 
says that the company 
remain ‘‘suffering bystand- 
ers’’ while the strike goes on.

The 
intention is to uphold the rule 
of law and protect the or- 
dinary citizen's rights foll- 
owing incidents involving 
squatters. These incidents 
have had sinister political 
overtones involving marxist 
and anarchist groups. 

Writing in London’s Sun- 
day Express, Angus Maude,

OTTAWA .- Starting with 
the Hitler-Stalin carving of 
Poland in 1939 and ending 
with the annexation of Car- 
patho-Ruthenia in 1945, the 
Soviet Union made several 
territorial grabs in The 
Second World War at the ex- 
pense of its European neigh- 
bours. In the case of the 
three Baltic republics (Es- 
tonia, Latvia, Lithuania) it 
seized and annexed them in 
their entirety, non-aggress- 
ion treaties and guarantees 
of sovereignty notwithstand- 
ing. 

The Western democracies 
at first believed, or tried to 
believe, that their Commun- 
ist ally moved into those 
territories out of military and 
administrative necessity and 
that, Pers some border 
adjustments by a peace con- 
ference, the Soviet Union 
would return the occupied 
lands. 

When Russia not only 
refused to move out but 
Stalin tried to grab West 
Berlin and added Czechoslo- 
vakia to the emerging Com- 
munist colonial empire in 
East-Central Europe, the 
democracies refused to ack- 
nowledge the borders crea- 
ted by Soviet military con- 
quest.

ters are not only after houses 
but are also after controlling 
a whole way of life.

This week the Western 
democracies betrayed that 
principle when they sat down 
in Helsinki with Brezhnev 
and his satellites to ratify 
Europe as permanent. 

Abandonment of a sound 
moral position is always a 
sign of weakness, confusion 
and decay. The last time it 
happened on a scale re- 
motely comparable to the 
formal surrender in Helsinki 
to international gangsterism 
was at the 1938 Munich 
Gonference. 

The only. substantial diff- 
erence was that the Western 
cave-in in Munich was not as 
comprehensive (America was 
not directly involved) and 
that the scope of the betrayal 
and the injustice was not as 
large (only one country was 
the direct victim of the foul 
deal with Hitler).

Now as then the demo- 
cracies have fallen behind 
the totalitarians in military 
strength and have lost the 
will to stand up for what they

Why should Joe Wheels, driving a roaring sports car or 
motorbike, be allowed to bombard the ears of a peace-loving 
public? right now, he’s within his rights. But he’s operating 


on borrowed time. 


New federal/ provincial anti-noise laws are now in effect, 
or soon will be, as environmental ministries crack down on 


the vroom-vroom offenders. 


In fact, all gasoline-powered 


vehicles will be primary targets of general noise control 


measures, 


These will aim both to hush mechanical 


equipment (particularly those super-loud *‘mufflers'’!) and 
curtail show-off driving habits. 

How can such laws be enforced? One plan is to set up a 
portable meter, like an aural radar trap, to record sound 


levels. Noise-makers who 


exceed legal limits will be 


know to be right. Now as 
then the democracies have 
allowed totalitarian psycho- 
logical warfare to undermine 
their vital institutions. Now 
as then self-doubts and self- 
delusions have played havoc 
for a whole decade with the 
spiritual and moral founda- 
tions of the democracies. 

Now, as then, appease- 
ment of thinly camouflaged 
(or even open) aggression 
has been interpreted and 
hailed as peace-saving while 
every defence effort has been 
denounced as warmongering 
provocation. 

Now as then the decline - 
including economic disarray - 
and retreat of the demo- 
cracies has been whetting 
the appetite of the advancing 
totalitarians. (This, of cour- 
se, raises the risk of the 
general explosion the policy 
of appeasement, or detente 
as it is now called, is 
supposed to remove.) 

The entirely new factor in 
the otherwise almost inter- 
changeable frameworks of 
the Munich and Helsinki 
cave-ins is the presence of 
doomsday weapons. 

This new factor, which 
rules out war as the last 
corrective of accumulated 
policy mistakes, is used as 
the clinching rationalization 
of the foul deal with Brezh- 
nev in Helsinki. 

What it really boils down- 
to is the ‘‘better Red than 
dead’’ argument which, like 
the whole perverted concept 
of detente on Soviet terms, is 
based on the assumption of a 
strictly one-sided flow of 
nuclear terror. 

It’s a wrong assumption, 
for the totalitarians are just 
as anxious to avoid nuclear 
suicide as we are. But 
whereas democratic govern- 


ments have to reflect the 
views and moods of their 
electors, totalitarian rulers 
formulate their policies with- 
out regard to what their 
tightly regimented subjects 
may think and feel. 

Thus they can, and do, 
adopt threatening postures 
no elected government would 
dare to take, counter or test 
for bluff because its own 
opposition would accuse it of 
reckless warmongering and 
make political hay out of 
peace and disarmament rhe- 
toric. At the same time the 
totalitarians can, and do, 
work on public opinion in the 
democracies while they keep 
all but ‘‘authorized ideas’’ 
out of their own domain. 

When this goes on for 
years and decades, the net 
result eventually is surrender 
to any and every totalitarian 
pressure backed by nuclear 
blackmail. (For those who 
would find swallowing the 
might-is-right-after-all outr- 
age a bit difficult without 
some palatable lubricant, the 
detente cooks provide a 
time-makes-right mayonnai- 
se.) 

At the time of the signing 
of the Munich pact, many 
people in the Western World 
hailed it as a supreme act of 
wise statesmanship that say- 
ed their own and world 
peace. It was a short-liv-d 
and deadly paid-for illv-.on - 
the illusion that iv being 
created by the Hel.inki pact 
at the expense of the already 
enslaved half of Europe is 
bound to be even more 
ephemeral and more costly 
as the other half goes down 
the drain along the Portu- 
gese or Italian patterns. 
Pretty soon now their choice 
of appeasement offerings 
will start shrinking to home 
base.

Industrial park a boost to town’s assessment 


A brochure on St. Albert’s 
proposed ‘‘East Industrial 
Park’’ indicates that the town 
will benefit greatly from 
increased tax revenues if the 
park sees the light of day. 

Of St. Albert's existing 
total assessment only Q.61 
per cent can be traced to 
industrial development. 

t with the two zone 
ustrial park development 
the annual tax revenue for 
the town is expected to be $2 
million of -wtfich the munici- 
pal portion is $1,100,000. 
The remaining $900,000 


would be available to the 
town’s educational systems. 

Other benefits to the town 
would come in the form of 
added purchasing power in 
the areas of shopping, enter- 
tainment and recreation. 

These estimated tax rev- 
enues would represent about 
50 per cent of the present tax 
revenue of the town of St. 
Albert. 

Municipal operations and 
maintenance include fire 
protection, road mainten- 
ance, park upkeep and police 
patrol. These cost the muni- 


cipality $82,400 annually. 
Epec Consulting Western 
has been commissioned to 
prepare the outline plan for 
the development of the light 
industrial park, an area 
within the town of 320 acres. 
Land which would be 
affected by the development 
lies within the MD of 
Sturgeon bounded on the 
west by the NAR rail 
right-of-way and bounded on 
the south and east by the 
proposed ring road and north 
west freeway. The outline 
plan includes the additional

Registry of 
agricultural

Alberta Agriculture and 
the Alberta Export Agency 
are compiling an inventory of 
everybody in the province 
with agricultural skills in- 
terested in making these 
skills available to people in 
overseas countries. 

These two government 
departments are collabora- 
ting in setting up a registry 
of people and firms to which 
the Alberta Export Agency 
can refer consulting firms, 
foreign customers and gov: 
ernments who want techno- 
logical knowledge and staff 
for various agricultural pro- 
jects they are planning to 
undertake. 

The intention at the 
present time is simply to 
register those individuals 
and firms that have agricul- 
tural technological capabil- 
ities which could be put to 
use overseas. The registry 
will be kept up to date so 
clients can be put in touch 
with those most qualified to 
provide the service required. 
More detailed information on 
specialized experience will 
be collected as needed 
through interviews with re- 
gistrants, or by question- 
naire. 

The registry is being or- 
ganized in response to the 
many requests the Alberta 
Export Agency has been 
receiving from overseas 
countries seeking technolo- 
gical help with a great 
variety of projects. 

The fact that a person or 
firm has registered does not 
imply he will automatically 
be given a consulting job, but 
it will increase the chances of 
overseas clients being aware 
of the services he is prepared 
to offer. The agricultural 
expertise found in Alberta is 
particularly suitable for 
many of the small-scale 
projects for which technical 
assistance is urgently need- 
ed.

Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Policing a problem for smaller centres 


There must be many of the smaller towns and hamlets of the 
St. Albert constituency and the MD of Sturgeon which wish 
they were big enough for on the spot RCMP police 
protection. 


At the moment you have to be 1500 or more to qualify for 
this protection as did the town of Morinville recently. 


The four man RCMP force there really has its work cut out. 


Not only do they have the town to look after, but they are 
also expected to police a vast area which includes such 
communities as Busby, Carbondale, the Alexander Indian 
Reserve, Sandy Lake, Bon Accord, Gibbons and Legal as 
well as other points on the map. 


That is a pretty big area for such a small force to police. 


And of course each community can present its own problem 
in the way of policing. 


The growing village of Gibbons is apparently having more 
than its fair share of trouble with vandals and must present 
a unique problem in policing for the RCMP. 


The village is not big enough to support or take out a 
contract with the RCMP for an in-town force and Mayor 
‘*‘Snip”' Loblick says that it'll) be at least another year before 
the village will have grown enough to take out an RCMP 
contract. A new subdivision is just about full in that 
community and as the town solves its water problem it is 
sure to grow faster. 


Geese 


People who move into the community to get away from the 
hustle and bustle of city living will‘naturally expect to have 
the things which they seem to take for granted i.e. adequate 
police protection. 


Gibbons’ vandalism problem may also stem from another 
source. 


It is close to the intersection of Highways 37 and 28 bringing 
traffic - and transients from Edmonton as well as motorists 


who traverse the village to get from one highway to the 
other. 


Some feel that it may be the transient population which is 
causing the bulk of the vandalism problem, which is further 
exacerbated by the fact that RCMP cannot give the village 
24 hour protection on the spot. 


You cannot blame the RCMP for this as they have their 
hands full trying to look after other communities in the St. 
Albert area some large some small. 


RCMP talk of the ‘*100 mile circle’’ as they do their regular 
patrols which take in the small hamlets of Riviere Qui Barre, 
Carbondale and Busby and they can’t be in two places at 
once. 


And if they are ever going to lick the crime problem, they 
are going to need more people who are prepared to let 
themselves be subpoenaed as witnesses as well as to lay 
charges, once they have been at the scene of an act of 
vandalism.

A new wrinkle on har- 
nessing wildlife has been 
uncovered by Nova Scotia’s 
Department of Agriculture 
and Marketing.

the grass next to plants, 
which is difficult for humans 
to remove by hoeing or 
cultivation - and they do it 
without damage to plant 
roots. This is especially 
advantageous during wet 
seasons when field condi- 
tions prevail that curtail 
normal cultivation. Geese 
also keep ditches and fence 
rows clear, and add natural 


fertilizer to growing plants. 
Two to four. geese per acre 
will do the job in row 
plantings. Only low fences 
are needed to retrain them as 
geese seldom fly. Unlike 
human weeders, geese do 
not eat the strawberries 
they're ‘‘hired’’ to protect, 
nor will they disturb crops of 
raspberries, blueberries, or 
tobacco.

It's the big day for Legal alfalfa plant 


It took $1.2 million, a year 
of serious study and plann- 
ing, a year of construction 
and countless late night 
meetings for organizers to 
put together what is probably 
the most modern plant in the 
alfalfa industry in Western 
Canada. 

But August 13 made it all 
seem worthwhile. 

On that day, official open- 
ing ceremonies at the plant 
site marked the realization of 
a longstanding dream of 
many Legal area farmers. 

The plant will be the 
largest agricultural process- 
ing industry in the MD of 
Sturgeon and will provide 
some 30 new jobs. 

The opening ceremony 
was followed by a reception, 
banquet and dance for 
invited guests. 

General manager of Legal 
Alfalfa Products Ltd., Maur- 
ice Daoust said that any plant 
of this size is going to inject a 
lot of money into the com- 
munity either in the con- 
struction or in the operating 


stage. 

One of the main advan- 
tages of the dehydrating 
plant is that it has freed 
farmers from the drudgery of 
haying, he added. 

The new plant is located 
one and a half miles west of 


the Town of Legal and has a 
production capacity of 150 
tons per day or 16,000 to 
17,000 tons per year. 

To keep the plant supplied 
requires almost non-stop 
running of three heavy duty 
swathers, two of the largest 
forage harvesters available 
and two IHC tandem trucks 
equipped with specially de- 
signed boxes. 

Alfalfa processed at the 
plant goes through many 
steps before it is shipped to 
the buyers. The first involves 
the swathing of the standing 
alfalfa. Each of these swa- 
thers can cut up to six acres 
an hour, 

At the plant the alfalfa is 
unloaded into the huge hoist 
equipped lift. 

From there it is fed into 
the dryer where the moisture 
content is reduced to a 
uniform level. 

This dried alfalfa is then 
ground into a meal (fine flour 
like powder) which is sent 
into a pelleter where steam is 
injected into it to give it 
adhesive qualities so that 
once pressed into pellets the 
shape is retained. 

The pellets are then cooled 
and sent to one of the 10 
1,000 tons storage bins 
where they will await ship- 
ment to domestic or foreign 
markets.

“This is an ideal loca- 
tion,” he said, ‘‘for not only 
have our studies shown this 
area to be excellent for 
alfalfa growth, but the plant 
is in the heart of the large 
Edmonton dairy shed and 
hog raising area. 

Also with immediate rail 
and highway access, we will 
be able to ship to ever 
growing international mar- 
kets.”’ 

‘‘We will be concentrating 
on alfalfa products to begin 
he added, ‘‘but 
government figures are very 
encouraging as far as the 
processing of other forage 
crops such as faba beans, red 
clover and timothy. We have 


Better water 
for Gibbons 
a must if 


developments 
go ahead 


A supply of good water is a 
necessity for the village of 
Gibbons if Stage Two of a 
residential subdivision is to 
go ahead without further 
delay. 

That was acomment ina 
letter August 7 to the village, 
the Edmonton Regional Pla- 
nning Commission and the 
Department of the Environ- 
ment from the developer 
Cambac Financial Projects 
Ltd. 

The letter was also circu- 
lated to the MD of Sturgeon, 
the St. Albert MLA, the 
Department of Municipal 
Affairs and others connected 
with the subdivision’s de- 
velopment. 

The letter mentioned that 
50 families who have pur- 
chased new homes in the 
first stage of the develop- 
ment are not happy with the 
quality of water in Gibbons. 
They feel that it is barely 
potable and not satisfactory 
for normal usage. 

Quick action is called for 
by the developer to clear the 
water problem so that 
development of the second 
stage can go ahead without 
further delay. 

The first stage of the 
development indicated that 
there is a strong demand for 
reasonably priced lots, but 


again it is emphasized that a 
sufficient supply of good 
water is a necessity. 

Servicing of Stage One has 
been completed comprising 
97 residential lots with the 
selling price of the lots 
among the lowest in the 
Edmonton area. 

The average lot price was 
$8,000 and out of the 70 
houses built in the sub- 
division about 50 have been 
sold to date. 

Cambac intends to go 
ahead with the development 
of Stage Two consisting of 
about 100 residential lots. 

The road has not been easy 
for the developer as when an 
application was made for 
water and sewer construction 
permits last January, the 
application was rejected by 
the Department of the En- 
vironment because the pro- 
blem of the water supply had 
not been resolved. 

The rejection came after 
conditional approval had 
been given for the develop- 
ment of Stage Two by the 
ERPC with no mention of any 
water problem. 

At the outset Cambac had 
been assured that there were 
adequate water supplies for 
the first two stages of the 
subdivision comprising of 
about 200 lots.

will be able to handle these 
crops as soon as a good 
market for these products is 
established.”’ 

Alfalfa pellets are in grow- 
ing demand in poultry, hog 
and livestock operations. 
Their concentration and ease 


of handling greatly increases 
feeding efficiency. 

The plant expects to re- 
ceive the bulk of its alfalfa 
from farmers who contract 
their crop to the company. 
However it will also be 
leasing land on its own for 
further production.

time given by the members 
of the squad is for the benefit 
of their community. 


Due to unforseen mech- 
anical problems, the ambu- 
lance belonging to the Bon 
Accord St. John Ambulance 
Emergency Service has had 
to have extensive work done 
on the motor. This problem 
coincided with another large 
expenditure, that of public 
liability insurance on the 
ambulance. The insurance 
difficulties experienced by 
many people have hit here 
too and it has taken five 
months to find a company -- 
from Ontario, to carry the 
insurance. The cost of these 
two items far exceeded 
reserve funds and help is 
urgently needed. The Bon 
Accord Emergency Service is 
probably unique in that it 
offers a ‘‘No Charge”’ service 
for all its services. It is not 
just an ‘‘ambulance service 
but an emergency squad in 
the sense that members 
attend and treat injured 
persons in their homes which 
in some cases is all that is 
required. The ambulance is 
now fully functional and was 
only out of service for a 
matter of hours, thanks to 
Dodds and Sons Esso of Bon 
Accord. A campaign to raise 
funds for the service is now 
underway. Mr. Don Grant of 
the Bon Accord Hotel kicked 
off the fund-raising with a 
personal donation of $100., 
equally matched by Dodds 
and Sons Esso. Gibbons Fire 
Department have pledged 
$100. Thanks are extended 
from members of the service 
to all those friends who have 
already subscribed to the 
fund. If you have benefitted 
from the service in the past, 
hope to receive benefit or 
hope you are lucky enough to 
never need it, now is the time 
to make sure that it will be 
still around if and when.
